Landfill solar array gets the green light

The old landfill is finally 
becoming a solar energy 
site. 

The Planning Board 
approved the final site plan 
last week, and the Building 
Department will be issuing 
the building permit after 
finalizing a surety issue with 
financing. Once the permit 


has been issued, w r ork can 
begin immediately. 

“It’s a green light for a 
green project,” remarked 
Planning Board Chairman 
Clark Brewer, who has been 
advocating for the project 
throughout its long road to 
fruition. 

The project must be 
mechanically complete 
by May 8 and should be 
functional sometime this 


summer. Local firm Palmer 
Capital is spearheading the 
effort. 

Palmer Capital Corpo¬ 
ration is a privately-held 
merchant banking firm that 
develops and finances tax- 
oriented alternative energy 
projects. Since 1982 they 
have arranged alternative 
energy transactions totaling 
approximately $2.2 billion

Assistant Superintendent 
Sue Skeiber kicked things 
off with a pep talk in the 
auditorium before send¬ 
ing faculty on their way to 
various presentations and 
workshops throughout the 
day.

Next year, Middle-High 
School students will partici¬ 
pate in the “BYOD” (bring 
your own device) program.

Town weathers winter storm Stella

Stella could have been a 
lot more unkind to Cohas¬ 
set. The roads were slick, 
but hardly anyone was 
on them, and police were 
prepared. 

“Traffic was very light, 
which was extremely helpful," 
said Police Chief Bill Quig¬ 
ley. “Schools, town offices 
and many businesses were 
closed which kept the roads 
clear. It is not unusual when 
a storm hits during rush hour, 
for example, to have six to 10 
accidents all at once — we did 
not have to deal with that this 
time. We had good warning 
ahead of the storm." 

Police did respond to an 
accident on 3A near Shaw’s, 
in which two vehicles trav¬ 
eling opposite directions 
sideswiped each other, but 
there were no injuries and 
no citations, since the inci¬ 
dent was weather-related. 

There was also an inci¬ 
dent in which a police SUV 


that was turning around 
on Forest Avenue slid into 
a mailbox and knocked it 
down. The officer was there 
to help move a tree limb out 
of the road. The mailbox was 
righted and the cruiser sus¬ 
tained only minor damage. 

Because the forecast 
called for heavy, wet snow, 
Quigley said the depart¬ 
ment had extra officers on 
duty in anticipation of tree 
branches that would likely 
come down later on in the 
storm. Power outages were 
a definite possibility in these 
conditions, he said. 

Luckily, losing electricity 
was only an issue in scat¬ 
tered locations, including 
some homes around Aaron 
River Reservoir. Power was 
not out for any significant 
period of time. 

Still, there was enough 
cleanup to keep crews busy 
all day and through the 
night as the cold set in and 
the afternoon slush began 
to freeze. 

“It was not just plowing,” 


said Town Manager Chris 
Senior. “It was clearing side¬ 
walks and making sure the 
schools were ready to open. 
It was salting and sanding 
because of the potential for 
black ice." 

Senior said the Town 
had already exceeded its 
budget for snow cleanup 
for the year. Specific dollar 
amounts will not be avail¬ 
able until next week. But 
that doesn’t mean DPW was 
caught off-guard. 

“We were prepared and 
had deliveries ahead of 
time," Senior said. “We were 
not caught by surprise." 

The Town plows approx¬ 
imately 50 miles of public 
and private ways in Cohas¬ 
set as well as Town and 
School Facility parking lots 
,and sidewalks. MassDOT 
manages the plowing and 
treatment of the Route 3A 
corridor.

Yoga is all about flexibility, 
and Elizabeth Kissick has 
been practicing it in more 
ways than one since launch¬ 
ing Cohasset Hot Yoga (now 
Cohasset Bikram) almost a 
year ago. 

She’s now a single owner 
with her own LLC. The two- 
unit location will soon be 
downsizing to a single unit 
dedicated just to the studio. 

But that doesn’t mean 
business is shrinking. 
Things have been steady 
this year, said Kissick, with 
several Cohasset High 
School teams taking advan¬ 
tage of the studio, including 
cross-country, ice hockey, 
girls’ soccer, lacrosse, tennis, 
and track. 

She’s also offered a hand¬ 
ful of creative workshops 
focused on essential oils 
and gemstone bracelets. 
The evening events are fol¬ 
lowed by wine and cheese 
and yoga stretches. 

“We’ve built a great com¬ 
munity of great people," 
said Kissick. “I love all my 
customers. They’re very 
positive and have a good 
spirit about them." 

The changes just mean 
that Kissick’s business is 
finding its true self and 
paring down the excess. By 
way of growth, the studio 
is introducing a new class 
this spring called “Hot Yoga 
Sculpt,” designed to “chal¬ 
lenge your body like never 
before.” 

“Crush your goals by dis¬ 
covering a strength found 
deep within, found only by 
the motivation of people 
around you, all working 
to be better, stronger and 
healthier,” Kissick says in 
her description of the class. 
“Hot Yoga Sculpt strength¬ 
ens all the muscles in your 
body, big and small - find¬ 
ing muscles you may have 
never even thought about. 

The new class focuses 


on muscle building and 
toning as well ns burning 
tons of calories by altering 
the heart rate. It targets the 
whole body through a senes 
of 10 -minute intervals, all 
set to pump~up music in the 
90 -degree infrared-heated 
studio. 

Cohasset Bikram is the 
only studio on the South 
Shore to use radiant infra¬ 
red heat for its hot yoga 
sessions. Most places 
use forced hot air to heat 
the room- So what’s the 
difference? 

Infrared technology 
focuses the heat on the body 
rather than the air, enabling 
practitioners to reap even 
more benefits - such as 
greater flexibility, reduced 
stress and fatigue, increased 
metabolism, faster calone- 
burning, and relief from 
pain and stiffness caused by 
day-to-day aches and pains 
or by health disorders like 
arthritis and fibromyalgia. 

Infrared is touted to help 
the immune and cardiovas¬ 
cular systems, accelerate 
healing, and even reduce 
the appearance of facial 
wrinkles, crows feet, 
coarseness and pores. 

But yoga isn’t just about 
the body. For many, it’s 
equally about the mind. It 
teaches breathing and helps 
practitioners learn to still 


their minds. 

“Don’t be making lists," 
Kissick instmets students as 
they slowly stretch into the 
next posture at a Monday 
morning session. Instead, 
she urges them to be pres¬ 
ent and appreciate the 
moment. 

“My 25-year-old goes to 
yoga to calm his mind so 
his brain stops spinning, 
Kissick said. “I love going to 
yoga for that, but also love 
not hobbling out of bed. 

I love being able to move 
around with great align¬ 
ment! A healthy spine is a 
happy spine!” 

Hot Yoga Sculpt will take 
place on Wednesdays. Other 
specialty classes are offered 
on certain days, target¬ 
ing strength, cardio, and 
flexibility. 

But by and large, the 
studio’s focus is on pure 
bikram, offering 60- and 
90 -minute sessions daily, 
even on weekends. Classes 
are available in the morn¬ 
ings and evenings to fit 
any schedule. Visit Cohass- 
etHotYoga.com for the full 
schedule or to sign up.

Tbke your pick. There are no 
levels at Cohasset Bikram. 
Newcomers practice along¬ 
side veterans. No matter 
your skill level, the goal is 


to “go harder and find your 
inner warrior." 

“My vision is to guide 
people on a happy path for 
life,” said Kissick. “The pur¬ 
pose of life is to be happy.

positive."

1 recently watched 
the movie, “Arrival". 
“Arrival” is a com¬ 
plicated story about 
fion-linear time—a view 
tn which the past, present, 
>nd future exist simulta¬ 
neously. Imagine if you 
fould travel back into your 
past and alter something 
that will change yourself 
|n the present. Similarly, 
jould you travel into 
your future and also alter 
•our present? We haven’t 
Igured out time travel yet 
so for me the past is still 
the past and the future is 
still unknown. Remember, 
today’s events will be part 
of our past when tomor¬ 
row arrives. How will we 
remember these events 
and relate to our past? 

Our present is an 
Accumulation of our past 
experiences—good and 
had that help to form our 
worldview. Past experi¬ 
ences include events that 
have affected us, actions 
by others and decisions 
we have made coupled 
with a narrative about all 
three that is etched into 
our memories. We carry 
those memories forward 
from the past into the 
future. Some of those

memories serve us while 
others weigh as burdens 
and regrets. Many recount 
the positive stories from 
the past as the “good old 
days"—a form of nostalgic 
romanticism. Others hold 
on to their negative stories 
from the past for months, 
years and even decades. 

While we can debate 
whether “time heals old 
wounds”, 1 believe that 
time blurs the details and 
facts about past events and 
decisions. That blurring 
distorts the reality of the 
past often amplifying the 
negative and muting the 
positive. So it’s not the 
actual past that we cel¬ 
ebrate or carry as burdens. 
Rather it is the stories we 
construct about the past 
that we hold onto. We 
developed the narrative 
and we can change it, if we 
choose. 

Like any good liter¬ 
ary story, life is full of 
conflicts—as Person vs. 
Person, Person vs. Nature, 
Person vs. Society, Person 
vs. Self, and Person vs. 
Technology. A friend once 


told me, “You are the hero 
of your own story and it’s 
a great story." Think about 
it. If you aren’t the hero, 
who is? If we start seeing 
ourselves as heroes, maybe 
we can rewrite some of the 
negative stories of our past 
to be more positive. If we 
do that in the present, we 
might move past our past.

STUDY PROHIBITING LOWER TUITION RATES FOR 111 IGA I IM¬ 
MIGRANTS (H 44K)0) 

House 103-46, approved a Democratic leadership-sponsored amendment 
prohibiting a proposal barring illegal immigrant students from paying the 
preferred, lower in-state tuition rates and fees at Massachusetts state univer¬ 
sities from taking effect until the Department of Higher Education studies 
the impact of the barring. 

Supporters of the study said many of these students were babies when 
they were brought here by their parents and had no choice about entering 
the country illegally. They noted some hardworking students are currently 
required to pay out-of-state tuition rates that are up to five times higher than 
the in-state rate. 

Opponents of the study said sending the bill to a study committee essen¬ 
tially kills it and argued the state should not offer financial rewards to any¬ 
one who has broken the law and is in this country illegally. They said it is out¬ 
rageous to offer low tuition rates to these students while legal citizens from 
outside Massachusetts, including war veterans, are required to pay higher 
rates if they attend a Massachusetts state university. 

The roll call vote is on the amendment to study, rather than vote directly 
on the banning of lower tuition rates for illegal Immigrants. (A ’Yes" vote is 
for the study. A "No" vote is against the study.)

STUDY LOWERTUITION RATES FOR VETERANS (H 4000) 

House 107-42, approved a Democratic leadership-sponsored amendment 
prohibiting a proposal that would allow honorably discharged veterans to 
pay the preferred, lower in-state tuition rates and fees at Massachusetts state 
universities from taking effect until the Department of Higher Education 
studies the impact of the lower rates for veterans. The proposal would offer 
the discount to all in-state veterans and to any veteran from across the na¬ 
tion who designates Massachusetts as his/her intended home and moves to 
Massachusetts within one year of attending a state university. 

Supporters of the study said there is no estimate on how much it would 
cost the state to offer this discount to all these veterans. 

Opponents of the study said it is outrageous that the state provides the 
lower tuition rate for some illegal immigrants but not to veterans. They 
noted that sending the bill to a study committee is the same as killing iL 
The roll call vote is on the amendment to study, rather than vote directly 
on the lower tuition rates for veterans. (A Yes" vote is for the study. A "No" 
vote is against iL)

STUDY REQUIRING THAT SPONSOR PAY FOR IMMIGRANTS (H 
8400) 

House 128-29, approved a Democratic leadership-sponsored amendment 
prohibiting a proposal requiring sponsors of immigrants who have green 


cards (lawful permanent residents) to reimburse the state for any means- 
tested state assistance the immigrant receives from taking effect until after 
the state conducts a study of the current system and receives any federal 
waivers necessary. 

Some supporters of the study said the House should get more information 
prior to voting on this. Others said they simply oppose the mean-spirited 
measure meant to hurt legal residents who through no fault of their own 
need some assistance. They noted that the state shouldn't be punishing eligi¬ 
ble individuals who have become estranged or disconnected from their 
sponsor. 

Opponents of the delay questioned why the state is providing these bene¬ 
fits when each green card holder is required by law to have a sponsor who 
has promised to be financially responsible for that person. 

The roll call vote is on the amendment to study, rather than vote directly 
on requiring sponsors to reimburse the state. (A Yes" vote is for the study. A 
"No" vote is against the study.)

ELIGIBILITY FOR PUBLIC HOUSING (H 8400) 

The House considered a GOP-sponsored proposal to require applicants 
and household members over the age of 18 to provide a social security num¬ 
ber upon application for public housing and prohibit anyone who does not 
supply the number from being eligible for housing. 

House 115-44, then approved a Democratic leadership-sponsored amend¬ 
ment replacing the Republican proposal with a new one requiring the state 
to establish rules and regulations regarding the disclosure and verification of 
social security numbers for applicants of public or subsidized housing. 

The new proposal also requires the Department of Housing and Commu¬ 
nity Development to study and submit a report on the matter of public hous¬ 
ing eligibility by July 1,2016. The report would include the number of appli¬ 
cants and household members for state-assisted public housing who would 
be unable to access it if required to submit a social security number on their 
application. 

Supporters of the new proposal said the earlier one goes too far and will 
not solve any problems. They argued the new proposal is a thoughtful and 
fair approach to this problem. 

Opponents of the new proposal said the earlier proposal is simple and ef¬ 
fective: if you don’t provide a social security number, you are not eligible for 
public housing. They argued it is unfair to provide housing to illegal immi¬ 
grants. 

The roll call vote is on the amendment to study, rather than vote directly 
on requiring a social security number. (A Yes" vote is for the study. A "No" 
vote is against the study.)

PUNISH "SANCTUARY" CITIES AND TOWNS (H 4200 
House 34-124, rejected a Republican-sponsored amendment that would 
withhold local aid from any cities or towns that do not enforce federal immi¬ 
gration laws. The withholding would also apply to communities that have 
established themselves as "sanctuary" cities or towns that offer protection in 
a variety of ways to illegal immigrants. 

Amendment supporters said cities and towns that encourage lav -break¬ 
ing are hurting this nation. They argued the state should do everything it can 
to dissuade those who seek to come here illegally. 

Some opponents said the amendment is a mean-spirited political stunt 
and questioned why supporters would want to punish students by taking 
away local aid from their schools. Others said the amendment is unenforce¬ 
able, just like a municipality declaring itself a sanctuary city Ls nothing hut 
symbolism. 

(A Yes" vote is for cutting off local aid to sanctuary cities and towns. A 
"No” vote is against cutting it off.)

$200 MILLION FOR ROADS AND BRIDGES (H 73) - The TYansporta- 
tion Committee held a hearing on a bill authorizing $200 million in one-time 
funding for the maintenance and repair of local roads and bridges in cities 
and towns across the state. The package is a bond bill under which the fund¬ 
ing would be borrowed by the state through the sale c >f bonds. 

The measure also authorizes $70 million for the completion of the ATLAS, 
the Registry of Motor Vehicles' technology system that will replace an archa¬ 
ic system that is 30 years old and difficult to maintain and use. 

Supporters said the $200 million would help cities and towns keep their 
roads and bridges safe. They noted that the money will be delivered early in 
the construction season and allow many vital municipal road projects to 
move forward. They noted that ATLAS will replace an antiquated, inefficient 
system and provide better and more efficient services to Registry customers.

Beacon Hill Roll Call 
tracks the length of time that the House and Senate were in session each 
week. Many legislators say that legislative sessions are only one aspect of the 
Legislature's job and that a lot of important work is done outside of the 
House and Senate chambers. They note that their jobs also involve commit¬ 
tee work, research, constituent work and other matters that are important to 
their districts. Critics say that the legislature does not meet regularly or long 
enough to debate and vote in public view on the thousands of pieces of legis¬ 
lation that have been filed. They note that the infrequency and hrieflength of 
sessions are misguided and lead to irresponsible late night sessions and a 
mad rush to act on dozens ofbills in the days immediately preceding the end 
of an annual session.
